"Why, from the country, most of 


them. These fellows who are raised on 
cigarettes and beer in the city don't 
seem to have the muscle necessary to 
throw on the brake and stop the train 
on a down grade.

Well, 
then, I can't tell you anything about it, 
cxcopfc that if yon don't know tho trick 
you can't throw 'er over and get an im- 
pression no moro than a rabbit. You 
may have a muscle like a blacksmith, 
but if yon don't know tho knack you 
can't pull tho lever over, but if yon are 
on to the trick, and don't weigh raore'n 
90 pounds, yon can throw her around 
just like lightning arid make 600 im- 
pressions an hour—that is, if you've got 
a good 'devil' to do yonr inking.

THE B \MvRCPTCY BILL. 


The House of Representatives has 


passed a general bankruptcy bill which 
denies to debtors the right to prefer 
creditors. 
It was charged by the op- 


ponents of the bill that it was prepared 
by the agents of the creditor class, and 
Congressman Newlands of this State 
made an able speech in opposition to 
the measure. Now bankers and others 
in Utah havo telegraphed Senator 
Jones of this State, wko is a member of 
the Senate Finance Committee, to de- 
feat the bill, if possible. 


The Salt Lake Chamber of Commerce 


adopted resolutions against the pas- 
sage of the bill. 
"W. S. McCornick, a 


banker, says the bill is purely in the 
interest of Eastern wholesale men. 
Then* grievance is that when assign- 
ments are made, local creditors are pre- 
ferred.

They pay no taxes, licenae or rent and 
contribute nothing toward tho support 
of the State, county or municipal gov- 
ernments. 
They rush from store to 


store and solicit orders, and their prin- 
cipals now Insist upon the passage of a 
law that will insure them, if an assign- 
ment is made by the local dealer, an 
equal division of tho assets. 


It is claimed that if this bankruptcy 


bill becomes a law, it will ruin credit 
in the West, as no bank or individual 
could afford to loan money without se- 
curity, and many people have no se- 
curity to offer, as goods could not be 
used as security when they are subject 
to daily change, and no man would 
loan money where he would have to 
pro rate with other accounts in case of 
a 
failure.

prohibited by IBW.|

There was B little improvement in 


the weather conditions towards even- 
ing yesterday.

There are but five words in tha Eng- 


glish language which contain all the 
vowels in regular order, viz.: 'Abstem- 
ious, affeetiously. arsenious, facetious, 
materioas and tragedlous. There is 
but one word which contains them in 
regular reverse order and that word is 
dnojiteral. 


reading of these two constitutions one 
would naturally suppose that it had 
been the intention of the framers of 
both those constitutions to provide for 
a regular succession to the office of 
Governor in emergencies of this char- 
acter, this error, if error it be, is nat- 
ural, especially in view of the unques- 
tioned succession to the office of Pres- 
ident of the United States under the 
Federal Constitution. 
Still, one is 


forced, as it were, to the conclusion 
that if an actual succession to the office 
of 
Governor, was contemplated, it 


would hnvft been so declared in at 
least as positive terms in the State Con- 
stitutions as are found m the Federal, 
relating to the Presidential succession, 
but we find by a careful reading that it 
is not so declared. 


In the Constitution of the United 


States the declaration is almost positive 
that the "office" itself of President 
shall "devolve" upon the Vice-Presi- 
dent (Con. U. S., Art. II, Sec. 6;, whilst 
in the State Constitutions of both Cal- 
ifornia (Con. Cal., Art. V, Sec. 17) and 
Nevada (Con. Nev., Art. V, Sec. 181 and 
likewise of several other States, it is 
,'the powers and duties of office" only 
that shall "devolve upon the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor." 
In some States the 


"emoluments" also of office "devolve," 
but not in Nevada 
And further, it is 


noticeable that all of the possible con- 
tingencies enumerated and provided 
for m the Constitution of Nevada, viz: 
"impeachment, removal, death, inabil- 
ity to discharge the duties, *• * * res- 
ignation or absence from the State" of 
the Governor are placed m the same 
category and the same provision in one 
sentence made for each, all and either 
contingency, whether tho same be per- 
manent, as in case of death, or tempo- 
rary only, as ia case of absence from 
the State of tho elected Governor. And 
by such sentence all that "devolves'1 


upon the Lieutenant Governor are the 
"powers and duties of the office during 
the residue of the term, or until the 
disability shall cease." Hence the Lieu- 
tenant Go?ernoi is ia exactly the same 
position whether the elected Governor 
is in condition to resume the "powers 
and, duties of his office" or not, 


In addition to thirf, by another sec 


tion of tho same article (Sec. 17, Art. V) 
of our Constitution a "vacancy" in the 
office of Governor is contemplated and, 
in fact, a provision is made for such a 
contingency, and if m case of and dur- 
ing such "vacancy" the Lieutenant 
Governor shall be "impeached, dis- 
placed, resign, die or become incapable 
of performing the duties of the office, 
or be absent from the State, the Presi- 
dent pro tern of the Senate shall act 
as," not become "Governor until the 
vacancy ba filled or the disability 
cease." 
It is further a fact that by no 


provision of our Constitution can there 


Governor Colcord, under which Lieu- 
tenant Governor Bell received the dif- 
ference between the salary of Lieuten- 
ant Governor and Governor for the 
time during which he had beed acting 
as Governor. 


And here by authority through cus- 


tom for the correctness of my position, 
I will cite that under the constitution 
of Penn., Art 5, sec. 13, and Mass., 
chapter IT, sec. 2, art 3, both somewhat j 
similar in this regard to ours, no "sue-1 
cession" b»ing provided for in a like 
instance, in each of those States the 
Lieutenant Governor under like con- 
ditions to ours at present has become 
the "acting," not the actual Governor. 
This situation exists even now in the 
office in the latter named State.
